SUPREME COURT. 
IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION. 

(Before His Honour the Acting Puisie’ 

: - Tudge, J. Rissell, Esq.) 

Friday, July 29. 

Foursten v, Kru. (§12.62).—Plaintiff 
claimed this amount for provisions supplicd, 
being balance of account. Defendant did 


not appear, and judgment with costs was 
given. 


Dias v. Marasuna (821.50).—This was 
one of those money lending cascs which 
seem to be prevalent amongst Portuguese. 
Plaintiff said she lent money to the defend- 
ant on two occasions, in all amounting with 
interest to $21.50. . Defendant admitied 
the Ioan which had been given to his wife, 
but alleged that the money had been repaid 
with the exception of $3.50. Both parties 
swore positively in opposite directions. De- 
fondant’s wife was also examined and swore 
thatthe money had been repaid. A youth- 
ful Chinaman, servant to the plaintiff, gave 
evidence as to taking letters to the defend- 
ant asking for payment, 

The Judge said he thought.tho woman 
‘must have been very: stupid if she had paid 
the money and got no receipt. There had 
been no ‘evidence further than one state- 
tment against the other, but the balance 
was in favour of the plaintiff He did not 
think the money had been paid, and he 
would therefore give decree,-with costs, for 
$21,50. If at any time the defendant could 
show him by any evidetice that the money 
had been paid, his Lordship was prepared to 
re-open the cage, 

Xavier v..Fuckeera ($200).—This was 
a claim for $200, which plaintiff alleged ho 
had advanced to defendant as a loan in con- 
nection with the promotion of a sweep last 
year, promoted by the Cosmopolitan Club, 
Defendant denied that it was a losn, and 
said it was money paid into a concern where 
the profit or the risk would be mutual, 

 Mossop appeared for the plaintiff, 
He said the action was brought to recover 
4 loan mado By the plaintiff to the defend- 
ant. The plaintiff was a Portuguese clerk, 
until lately employed in the Cosmopolitan 
Club. The action arose out of a dispute 
about a certain sweep in connection with 
the races in February last.’ On the 6th of 
January; a meeting of the Committee of the 
Cosmopolitan Club was held, at: which Mr 
Fuckeera, Mr Moore, Mr Whitehead, and 
other gentlemen were present. Mi Mossop 
read a short speech made on the occasion 
by the Chairman (Mr Fuckeera), in which 
he said that some people had thought it 
advisable, in view of the: last year's 
failure, to let it out to the highest bidder: 
He had heard some people say that they 
were trying to make ‘a gambling house 
of the Club, A resolution was finally passed 
that the President und Hon. Secretary wero 
to take the rr ea pa of the sweep and 
Jodge $600 with the Treasurer of the Club 
as.2 guarantee that the Club should lose 
nothing: Mr Mossop said that the hon.
